WASHINGTON, D.C.—During z 
a press conference announcing his~ 
nomination of Judge Ruth Ginsburg 7 
as Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court a few weeks ago the President 
remarked, “I know clearly that a 
Supreme Court Justice should have 
the heart and spirit, the talent and 
discipline, the knowledge, common 
sense and wisdom to translate the 
hopes of our American people as 
presented in the cases before it into 
an enduring body of constitutional 
law.” 

The President wenton to say, “If, 
as believe, the measure of a person’s 
values can best be measured by 
examining the life the person lives, 
then Judge Giinsburg’s values are 
the very ones that represent the best 
in America. I am proud to nominate 
this path-breaking attorney, advocate 
and judge to be the 107th Justice to 
the United States Suupreme Court.” 

In reply to President Clinton’s 
nomination, Judge Ginsburg said, “I 
am grateful beyond measure for the 
confidence you have placed in me. 
And I will strive, with all that I have, 
to live up to your expectations in 
making this appointment.” 

President Clinton reported that 
he decided to nominate Judge 
Ginsburg for three reasons.

Payne revisits Somalia 


Congressman’s follow-up visit finds children children 
‘in better health, more filled out, happy’ 


During his first visit, he was distressed to find that the largest cause of death among Somalian children 
was measles, a preventable disease. When he returned home, Congressman Donald Payne organized a 
drive to urge pharmaceutical companies, many of which are located in New Jersey, to donate medicine to 
help alleviate the suffering in Somalia. 

The response was phenomenal, with sixteen firms donating over $2.5 million worth of medicines. The 
medicine has been used in support of an effort to provide essential drugs to the 17 hospitals, 58 maternal! 
child health care centers and 144 posts UNICEF operates throughout Somalia. Pharmaceutical firms that 
made contributions include: Sterling Winthrop, Solvay, Glaxo, Ortho, Wyeth-Ayerst, Bristol-Myers 
Squibb, Schering-Plough, Syntex, Lederle, Pfizer, Whitehall, Merck,Fisons, Hoffman-LaRoche, Fujisawa, 


and Warner Lambert. 


During his recent visit, the Congressman oversaw the distribution of the medicine donated by the 
pharmaceutical firms. In addition, he attended a number of meetings with relief groups and government 
officials. The following is a statement Congressman Payne released upon his return from Somalia.

The insurance company donated 
a $150,000 grant to help the Newark 
Board of Education’s Reading Re- 
covery Program. The three-year grant 
will provide special teacher training 
from New York University. 

Reading Recovery is a proven 
early-intervention program that dra- 
matically improves the reading skills 
of first-grade students. It targets stu- 
dents performing in the bottom 20 
percent of their class. The goal of the 
program is to make students self- 
sufficient when they encounter new 
problems — that is, to create prob- 
lem-solvers. The results are amazing. 

In Columbus, Ohio, where the 

Í program has been in place for at least 
five years, 83 percentof the students 
who participated in Reading Recov- 
ery in first grade stayed within the 
average band of their class without 
additional remedial help. 

In Newark, the program has been 
in place for only two years, serving 
about 35 students. There is no formal 
data here since the program is so 
young. However, similar results are 
expected.

PLAINFIELD—Senior citizens 
and preschool children have both 
made new friends as a result of a new 
intergenerational program sponsored 
by Muhlenberg Regional Medical 
Center’s Adult Medical Day Care 
Program and A Children’s Place 
Child Care Center.

portant for our problem readers. 

“If we can identify achild in first 
grade who has a reading problem and 
give that student the focused instruc- 
tion he or she needs, we’ve helped 
alleviate a potential problem in the 
future,” he said. 

This non-traditional instruction 
program involves intense, daily, 30- 
minute, one-on-one training sessions 
for 12 to 20 weeks. Lessons include 
reading to build fluency and confi- 
dence, daily writing assignment to 
help understand the relationship be- 
tween reading and writing, reading 
favorite books and learning to hear 
sounds in words. 

There are currently four Reading 
Recovery teachers in the district who 
can each train up to 12 students per 
year. Because of the grant from The 
Prudential, the number of teachers is 
expected to increase to more than 100 
by 1996. The grant will cover the cost 
of training two teacher leaders at New 
York University in each of the next 
two school years. The teacher leaders 
then train other teachers in Reading 
Recovery. 

Currently, there is only one 
teacher leader in Newark, Eileen 
Hudak-Huelbig of Wilson Avenue 
School, who finished the New York 
University Reading Recovery program 
this month. Ms. Hudak-Huelbig be-

Supermarkets can Help our Communities 


by William Reed 


The idea of being able to eat, sleep 
and go fishing, is a lifestyle desired by 
most Americans. But, in this half of the 
20th century, the simple concept of 
getting something to eatis a significant 
obstacle to whatever self-sufficiency 
blacks seek to claim across America’s 
racial divide. 

If America’s urban blacks want 
something to eat, from caviar to cereal, 
nine times out of ten, they have to get it 
from an Asian or white storekeeper. 

Sleeping and fishing are things 
blacks can accomplish pretty much on 
their own. But, in today’s urban set- 
ting, for us to get anything in our belly, 
we first have to gotoasupermarket that 
isowned by amember of another racial 
group. 
Why is it that for something so 
basic as eating, we can’t even supply 
ourselves?

“By the time you read this letter 
from me to you for the first time, I 
may not be around to discuss with 
you what I have written here,” the 
graceful, thoughtful man named 
Arthur begins his poignant paean. It, 
like everything else in the book, is

In Birmingham, England, at the 
Edgbaston women’s tournament, 
three of the four semifinalists were 
Black , and a fourth was eliminated 
in the third round.

man who , in his own thoughtful 
way, shucked off the limiting chains 
of segregation in his native Virginia 
and become the best in the world as 
an athlete while, at the same time , 
becoming a scholar and remaining 
all the while an absolute gentleman. 

Itprobably isno coincidence that 
“Days of Grace” is being published 
the same weekas the world’s greatest 
tennis tournament, Wimbledon, be- 
ginsits two-week run in the suburb of 

London. 


Only one Black man has ever 
won the single title at Wimbledon: 
Arthur Ashe. And before him, Althea 
Gibson become the first and still the 
only Black to capture the women’s 


crown, 
Yet, while the few Black profes- 


player inthe world, 
finals at Rosmalen, Netherlands. 

Ina way, all of these are result of 
Ashe’s Wimbledon victory in 1975. 
For it was then that a world-wide 
television audience saw a Black man 
ascend to the top of what many con- 
sidered to be a game played strictly 
by and for rich whites. 

that’s why, 18 years later in the 
British town of Birmingham, Zina 
Garrison-Jackson of Houston played 
fellow Blacks in her final three 
matches. She defeated Katrina 
Adams of Chicago 6-3, 6-2 in the 
third round, then ousted 17-year-old 
Chanda Rubin of Lafayette, La., 6-1, 
6-2 in the semifinals before losing to 
Lori McNeil of Houston 6-4, 2-6, 6- 
3in the final. for those keeping track, 
that’s three Blacksin the final four at 
a major stop on the women’s tour. 

In “Days of Grace,” Arthur at- 


tacks a number of issues straight on, 
including Zina’s lack of commercial 
endorsements because of her color 
and the sexual appetites of Magic 
Johnson and Wilt Chamberlain. 

Yet, Arthur was very cognizant 
of his somewhat stormy relationship 
with Black Americans in general. 

“I am aware of the distance be- 
tween me as I live, on the one hand, 
and the masses of Black people as 
they live, on the other ,” he wrote. 
“Money and famecan be insuperable 
barriers to understanding, even 
among members of a family. ... Al- 
though the world has changed and I 
have changed since my boyhood, | 
have always tried to keep up as best 
I can with the changes. 

“T have never wanted to live far 
away from people who look like me 
and my family; I have always d

strength from being close to home. 

“...My rootsare deep in the Black 
past, all the way through slavery to 
Africa,” he wrote. “I would not wish 
it otherwise.” 

Arthur will be a big part of 
Wimbledon this year. Tennis of- 
ficials and media and fans will re- 
member the 1975 champion; money 
will be raised for the Arthur Ashe 
foundation for the defeat of AIDS. 

But Arthur’s greatest legacy will 
be the number of Black men and 
women, boys and girls, who take to 
the grass courts of the all England 
Lawn Tennis and Croquet Club in 
search of titles, money and fame.
